LINCOLN'S FAME 


Passing Years Bring In­ 


creased Acknowledgment 


of His Wise States­ 


manship. 


I 


N the mere recital of the facts 
of Lincoln’s life there is little to 
account for his being the only 
American 
except 
Washington 
whose birthday has been made a na­ 
tional holiday. 
His origin was Eng­ 
lish, as he descended from English 
Quakers who settled in Pennsylvania. 
His own branch of the family went to 
Virginia, and thence to Kentucky. In­ 
diana and Illinois. 
His birthplace, 
though rude, was not unlike those 
about him, the one roomed cabin of 
the Western pioneer, situated in a 
wild region and with only the rudest 
necessities. 


There was little in his boyhood to 
mark it out from his fellows save in 
the thorough use he made of his scanty 
opportunities 
for 
improvement. 
He 
possessed only a handful of books- - 
the Bible, “Aesop’s F ables/* Pilgrim’s 
Progress.1' "Robifkson Crusoe.” the lives 
of Washington and Ilenry Olay- -but 
of these, by continual study, he made 
himself complete master. 
Meanwhile 
the difficulties of his daily life made 
him strong and vigorous, stimulating 
a wholesome growth of body and mind. 
The importance of this foundation of 
health can hardly be overestimated, 
in view of the strain he was to bear 
1n later life. That he retained this 
*arly vigor is evident from anecdotes 
of his delight in feats of strength even 
after lie attained the presidency. 
By 
means of farm work that In those 
days included every form of bodily 
exercise, by a short experience as a 
country storekeeper, by an almost ri­ 
diculous 
military 
training. 
Lincoln 
«aw in essence something of every 
form of life and saw each form in Its 
barest simplicity. 
From these crudest 
facts he drew the homely directness 
of thinking, a readiness in analysis, a 
simplicity of view and a keenness of 
humor that tinctured his whole mind. 


His Early Studies. 


There is nothing that *.'Jv<.* us a be. 
ter insight into the origin of his great­ 
ness than the story he tells of his 
early methods of study. 
Even as a 
boy, ho says, he was accustomed to 
Jiear discussed 
publir questions of 
every sort. The language and rhetoric 
of his elders was far beyond his com­ 
prehension, but with the true pioneer 
spirit the boy Lincoln, educated to 
overcome difficulties by his daily life, 
not tired by a multiplicity of subjects. 
was never willing to abandon a sub­ 
ject 
without 
understanding it. 
He 
would, after hearing a knotty debate, 
go over the whole controversy by him 
self until he was satisfied that he had 
extracted from it every root and gist 
of the matter. 
This done. JJncoln 
says, he strove to put into the simplest 
language what he had learned, in or­ 
der that it might be within the under­ 
standing of any hearer. 


Thus it was that be learned to are 
alyze and solve political questions, and 
having solved them, to present the 
m atters in such form as to be under­ 
stood by the simplest of his hear­ 
ers. 
In the days when personal su­ 


premacy came mainly from the power 
of oratory or convincing speech there 
was no surer road to leadership. 


Sure to Become a Power, 


With a mind thus self-trained and 
kept from the world until manhood. 
Lincoln was sure to come into prom­ 
inence as soon as bo could in any way 
secure a public hearing. As Woodrow 
Wilson puts it, “He had had the in­ 
stinct of the student in the midst of 
affairs, and had made himself a mas­ 
ter of ideas and of language as an 
instrument of mastery. 
lie had de­ 
vised for himself straight thrusts of 
speech and the use of words that acted 
always like the application of light.” 
Such a man will ever be put forward 
as champion by any party to which 
he lends his services. 
When, there­ 
fore, in the days of controversy be­ 
tween North and South over the great 
issue of whether the new territories 
should be slave or free, the Dred Scott 
decision declared that the people of 
a territory had no power to keep 
a slave owner from bringing his “prop 
erty” into their community, and this 
became the burning question of the 
day around which gathered those who 
were opposed as well on a dozen oth­ 
er grounds. 
Lincoln was put forward 
as the champion of the Free Soil party 
against Senator Douglas, who upheld 
the constitutional sanction of slavery. 
Lincoln’s plain way of putting things 
was evident in his famous declara­ 
tion, “A house divided against itself 
cannot stand. 
I believe this country 
cannot endure half slave and half 
free. I do not eypect the house to fall, 
but I do expect it will cease to be di­ 
vided.'* 


Put Douglas In Dilemma. 


By a clever set of questions Lincoln 
put Douglas into a dilemma that re­ 
quired him to lose either his following 
in Illinois or his following among the 
southern party. 
Douglas made his 
choice, antagonized the South, won the 
senatorship against Lincoln, but put 
himself out of the running for the 
presidency. 
Then came the insurrec 
tion led by John Brown, and the feel 
ing excited by this event still ran 
high during the next presidential elec­ 
tion. 
Douglas had been forced to 
stand for the right of the people of 
a territory to exclude slavery, and thus 
set himself against the Dred Scott de­ 
cision permitting slave owners to bring 
their property into the territories. Up* 
on this question tlit* Democratic party 
split. 
The Republicans met in Chica­ 
go. and here the Illinois men so ably 
presented and advocated lheir new 
champion. Lincoln, that Seward losi 
the nomination and Lincoln won it. 


In the following election Lincoln 
succeeded over his rival b*\ a narrow 
majority, and really represented, so far 
as votes were cone • rned, a minority 
of the nation. Having staked upon this 
election the whole doctrine of state 
rights and the extension of slavery 
the leading southern states looked up 
on Lincoln’s election as a dellaum ot 
the whole course of legislation looking 
to the upholding of the southern view. 


Determined on Secession. 


The war followed, for the South con­ 
sidered state rights and slave labor as 
the foundation of their prosperity and 
power, especially since the invention 
of the cotton gin had made, as they 
phrased it, cotton the king of the 
world of commerce. 
Woodrow Wil­ 
son points out that In the northern 
opposition to slavery the South felt a 
keen sense of Injustice. Thc.\ believed 
that the worst side of the institution 
wns willfully presented that its neees 
sities and its better side were willfully 
suppressed. In the elect 
of Lincoln 
they saw the beginning • » an attemp 
to 
dominate 
them 
ct-npletely. 
Jt 


scorned the outcome of a continual bat­ 
tle against them and their institutions, 
and they saw no escape except by se* 
ccssion from the Union. 


As president. Lincoln disappointed 
the abolitionists and the more rabid 
opponents of the South. 
He waited 
until he believed that there was armed 
resistance to the federal laws, but 
when this crisis came acted promptly 
and effectively. 
The long conflict fol­ 
lowed and belongs to history. 


Ever 
since 
those 
days 
Lincoln’s 
fame has been growing, and the best 
students agree that his was the broad­ 
est statesmanship and the wisest brain 
of all tested in those troubled times. 
More and more the country has come 
to see that he best understood the 
problems and best solved them. 
His 
assassination was a blunder for which 
the country, both North and South, 
paid dear. His speeches, his public doc­ 
uments, his state papers, reveal a 
greater man as they are studied more 
deeply, 
*\nd 
today 
the 
leaders 
of 
thought, both North and South, pay 
to his memory due meed of reverence.

MILITARY CAMP 


That the report started in Gettys- 


burg a week ago by Serg. E. B. Terry, 
of the I". S. army recruiting service, 
that a military camp would be estab- 
lished at Gettysburg is more than a 
/mere rumor has been ascertained by 
(Gettysburg 
business interests 
who 


have investigated the- matter. Among 
other things it has been found that 
certain land adapted for camp purpos- 
es has been leased by representatives 
of the War Department and it is com- 
mon report that certain farming land 
will not be planted in crops this spring 
because of notification that it would 
be wanted for a military encampment. 
Serg. Terry's statement that the 48th 
infantry would be moved from Camp 
Jackson is accordingly believed to be 
correct but it is also thought that more 
than a single regiment .will be station- 
ed there, for the units of the regular 
army to be sent to Pennsylvania in- 
clude practically all branches of the 
service and there are few other avail- 
able sites. No indication has been giv- 
en regarding permanency of such 
camp and it is not known whether it is 
the plan to have it simply for summer 
use or to establish a permanent post, 
as was urged last year by the Chamber 
of Commerce.

a forecast of vernal joys to be. 


In Christian times, good old St. 


Valentine is a pleasant substitute for 
the pawn Cupid, whose darts, after 
many centuries oC use (and he was al- 
way-; an 
efficient 
marksman) must 


mm be blunt these many years. 
In 


the traditions of sentiment, St. Valen- 
tino, who resembles St. Patrick in up- 
pe.ii i-anee, long, flowing episcopal vest- 
me; is, equally long, flowing white 
beanl, golden crozier and all, is almost 
as well known and beloved as Santa 
Ch'iis. Tt is title, the former is rather 
the friend' and patron of the young 
folk over sirteen, while the latter is 
the delight of the little children.

LOVERS' OWN DAY 


February 14 Has Through the 


Ages Been Dedicated to the 


Heartsick of Ail Ages.

The one has his benign, auspicious day 
on February 14, the other makes his 
frigid advent in the midst of winter. 
If all the world loves a lover, that 
same world loves St. Valentine. 
It 


was he, in the days of old, who re- 
fined the art of love by changing a pa- 
gan custom into a Christian tradition. 
Venerable old Alban Butler, in his 
great work, "The Lives of the Saints," 
says: 


"To abolish the heathen's lewd cus- 


tom of superstition of Roman boys' 
drawing the names of pirls in honor 
of the pagan goddess, Februata Juno, 
on the 14th of February, several zeal- 
ous pastors substituted the names of 
saints in billets given on this day." 


February 14 was the day upon which 


good Bishop Valentine gave his life as 
a martyr for the faith of Christ. 


At least three different St. Valen- 


tines (and good things come in threes), 
all of them martyrs, are mentioned in 
all the early martyrologies of the Cath- 
olic church, says the Catholic Encyclo- 
pedia, under date of February 14. One 
is described as a priest of Rome, an- 
other Interamna (the modern T/erni), 
and these two seem both to have suf- 
fered in the second half of the third 
century, and to have been buried on 
the Flaminian Way, Rome, but at dif- 
ferent distances from the city. 
In 


William of Malmesbury's time, what 
was known to the ancients as the Fla- 
minian gate of Rome, and is now the 
I'orta del Topulo, was called the Gate 
of St. Valentine. The name was taken 
from a small church in that street. 


The favored neighborhood was for 


centuries a favorite trysting place for 
lovers, and a spot where pictures and 
love letters often were exchanged. Of 
both these St. Valentine's acts or rec- 
ords are preserved, but they are of 
relatively late date, and of no great 
historical value—which is no hindrance 
to the devotion of lovers, whose fealty 
is not always found on the rock of 
history or the solid tradition of abso- 
lute facts. 
Of the third St. Valentine, 


who suffered martyrdom in Africa with 
a number of companions, nothing fur- 
ther is known. 


The popular customs connected with 


St. Valentine's day undoubtedly have 
(heir origin in the conventional belief 
generally received in England and 
France during the middle ages that 
on February 14 (i. c., half-way through 


i he second month of the year), the 
binN begin to pair, which happens to 
be about the time that the young man's 
fancy and the young girl's fancy, too, 
for all that, swiftly turns to thoughts 
of love. 


USTOM, more potent than any 
other authority known to man, 
has decreed that on St. Val- 
entine's day which, in 
the 


Roman and Anglican calendar, falls 
on February 14, young folks of both 
sexes, and older ones, too, should ex 
change missives and epistles, whethe: 
comic or sentimental, in which the 
foibles of the receiver or the love o 
tlie sender, are set forth in prose, in 
verse, and in emblematic picture. 


Now, 
the reason for sending these 


amatory, derogatory, or even scurrilous 
messages cannot be found in the life 
of tlie good saint who is made to in 
dorse the custom with his name. He 
wrote no love songs, nor can any one 
accuse' him of sending sweet couplets 
to Roman maidens. He was a bishop 
or pope of Rome, \vho stood steadfas 
in the faith during the Claudian perse- 
cutions and was cast into jail, beaten 
with clubs, and finally beheaded. Bi 
ographers have made more or less in< 
telligent guesses as to the reason for 
naming this day far the martyrer 
saint. With a theory that as "V" and 
"G" were frequently interchangeable 
in popular speech, and as a notable in- 
stanc-e produces the words gallant ane 
valiant, both springing from the Latin 
"valens," ergo, the Norman word gal- 
antin, a lover of the fair sex, was fre- 
quently pronounced valentan or val- 
entine. From these premises, the ety- 
mologist concludes that by a natural 
confusion of names Bishop Valentine 
was established as the patron saint of 
lovers. 


Francis Douce suggests that St. Val- 


entine's day is the Christianized form 
of the classic Lubercalia, which were 
the feasts held in Rome during the 
month of February in honor of Pan 
and Juno. 


Butler, Mission, Lydgate and a host 


of writers pay tribute to the custom 
in one form or another, so let us say 
with Ophelia: 
"Good morrow, 'tis St. Valentine's day, 


All in the morn betime. 


And I a maid at your window, 


your valentine."

r N SPRINCr the young man’s fancy 
li\rlitly turns to thoughts of love, 
sung Tennyson, who knew so wrell 
t lie tradition of sw’eet sentiment,, 
which chastened the currents of Eng­ 
lish literature. 
But even before the 
pung* nt zephyrs of the flowery spring­ 
time began to waft to the souls of the 
young the exhilarating emotion of af­ 
fection St. Valentine’s day had given 
a forecast of vernal joys to be. 


In Christian times, good old St. 


Valentine is a pleasant substitute for 
the pagan Cupid, whose darts, after- 
many centuries of use (and he was al­ 
ways an efficient marksman) 
must 
now be> blunt these many years. 
In 
the traditions of sentiment, St. Valen­ 
tine. who resembles St. Patrick in ap- 
pea ranee* long, flowing episcopal vest- 
mer.rs, 
equally long, flowing wrliite 
beard, golden crozier and all, is almost 
as well* known and beloved as Santa 
Clans. Tt is true, the former is rather 
the friend' and patron of the young 
folk over sixteen, while the latter is 
the delight of the little* children. 


The one brings the delights of love,, 
the other fills up the baby’s stocking. 
The one lias his benign, auspicious d*ay 
on February 14, the other makes his 
frigid* advent in the midst of winter. 
If all the world loves a lover, that 
same world loves St. Valentine. 
It 
was he, in the days of old, who re­ 
fined the art of love by changing a pa­ 
gan custom into a Christian tradition. 
Venerable old Alban Butler, in his 
great w’ork, “The Lives of the Saints,” 
says: 


“To abolish the heathen's lewd cus­ 
tom of superstition of Roman boys' 
drawing the names of girls in honor 
of the pagan goddess, Februata Juno, 
on the 14th of February, several zeal­ 
ous pastors substituted the names of 
saints in billets given on this day.” 


February 14 was the day upon which 
good Bishop Valentine gave his life as 
a martyr for the faith of Christ. 


At least three different St. Valen­ 
tines (and good things come in threes), 
all of them martyrs, are mentioned in 
all the early martyrologies of the Cath­ 
olic church, says the Catholic Encyclo­ 
pedia, under date of February 14. One 
is described as a priest of Rome, an­ 
other Interamna (the modern rjyerni), 
and these two seem both to have suf­ 
fered in the second half of the third 
century, and to have been buried on 
the Flaminian Way, Rome, but at dif­ 
ferent distances from the city. 
In 
William of Malmesbury's time, what 
was known to the ancients as the Fla- 
minian gate of Rome, and is now the 
Porta del Populo, was called the Gate 
of St. Valentine. The name was taken 
from a small church in that street. 


The favored neighborhood wfas for 
centuries a favorite trysting place for 1 
lovers, and a spot wdiere pictures and J 
love letters often were exchanged. Of 
both these St. Valentine's acts or rec­ 
ords are preserved, but they are of 
relatively late date, and of no great 
historical value- -which is no hindrance 
to the devotion of lovers, whose fealty 
is not ahvays found on the rock of 
history or the solid tradition of abso­ 
lute facts. Of the third St. Valentine, 
who suffered martyi*dom in Africa with 
a number of companions, nothing fur­ 
ther is known. 
! 
" WorriedV ir course I’m worried, I 
The popular customs connected with I think I addressed my nice ten-cent 


USTOM, more potent than any 
other authority known to man, 
has decreed that on St. Val­ 
entine’s day which, in the 
Roman and Anglican calendar, falls 
on February 14, young folks of both 
sexes, and older- ones, too, should ex­ 
change missives and epistles, wiiether 
comic or sentimental, in which the 
foibles of the receiver or the love of 
the sender, are set forth in prose, in 
verse, and in emblematic picture. 


Now, the reason for sending these 
amatory, derogatory, or even scurrilous 
messages cannot be found in the life 
of the good saint who is made to In­ 
dorse the custom with his name. 
He 
wrote no love songs, nor can any one 
accuse* him of sending sweet couplets 
to Roman maidens. He was a bishop 
or pope of Rome, who stood steadfast 
in the faith during the Claudian perse­ 
cutions and was cast into Jail, beaten 
with- clubs, and finally beheaded. 
Bi­ 
ographers have made more or less in­ 
telligent guesses as to the reason for 
naming this day for the martyred 
saint. With a theory that as “V" and 
UGW were frequently interchangeable 
in popular speech, and as a notable in­ 
stance produces the words gallant and 
valiant, both springing from the Latin 
‘"valens,” ergo, the Norman wford gal- 
anti n, a lover of the fair sex, was fre­ 
quently pronounced valentan or val­ 
entine. From these premises, the ety­ 
mologist concludes that by a natural 
confusion of names Bishop Valentine 
was established as the patron saint of 
lovers. 


Francis Douce suggests that St. Val­ 
entine’s day is the Christianized form 
of the classic Lubercalia, which wfere 
the feasts held in Rome during the 
month of February in honor of Pan 
and Juno. 


Butler, Mission, Lydgate and a host 
of writers pay tribute to the custom 
in one form or another, so let us say 
with Ophelia: 
’’Good morrow, 'tis St. Valentine’s day, 
All in the mom betime. 


And I a maid at your window, 


To be your valentine.“

Civil war are able to recall the fact 
that after the clo^e of that conflict it 
was difficult and often impossible to 
obtain coffee. Various substitutes were 
used, such as parched rye, but one that 
was commonly utilized in Washington 
and many other cities was sweet po- 
tatoes. The latter were first roasted 
and allowed to burn somewhat on the 
outside. 
Then they were maphed In 


water and boiled. The water was thus 
transformed Into coffee, by no means 
so unpalatable as might be imagined. 
Sugar in those days cost 25 cents a 
pound. 
But the sweet potato coffee 


required no sugar, and s<o was an eco- 
nomical drink.

Wilson puts it. " H e had had the in- 
stinct of the student In the midst of 
affairs, and had made himself a mas-

Ho had

straight thrusts of 
speech and the use of words that acted 
always like the application of light." 
Such a man will ever be put forward 
as champion by any party to 
which 
he lends his services. 
When, 
there- 
fore, in tiie days of controversy 
be- 
tween North and South over the great 
i.ssue of whether 
the new 
territories 
.should be slave or free, the Dred Scott 
decision 
declared 
that 
the people of 
a

a slave owner from bringing his "proy; 
erty" Into their community, and 
this 
became 
the burning Ques;tion of 
the 
day around which gathered those who 
were opposed as well on a dozen oth- 
er grounds. 
Lincoln was put forM'ard 
as the champion of the Free Soil party 
against Senator Douglas, who upheld 
the constitutional sanction of slavery. 
Lincoln's plain way of ])utting things

tion, "A house divided against

cannot stand. 
I believe this

N SPRING^ the younj? man's fancy 
li'ihtly turns to thoughts of love, 
sunff Tennyson, who knew so well 
the tradition of sweet sentiment,, 
whlcli cliastened the currents of Eng- 
lish liiernture. 
But even before- the 
pung- nt zephyrs of the flowery spring- 
time began to waft to the souls of Uie 
youn;4 the exhilarating emotion of af- 
fection St. Valentine's day had given 
a forecast of vernal joys to be. 


In 
Christian 
times, good old 
St. 
Valentine is a pleasant substitute for 
the pagan Cupid, whose darts, after- 
many centuries of use (and he was al- 
ways 
an 
efficient marksman) 
must 
now be blunt these many years. 
In 
the traditions of sentiment, St. Valen- 
tine. who- resembles St. Patrick in ap- 
peai-ancei long, flowing' episcopal vest- 
mei-.rs, 
equally 
long, 
flowing 
white 
benvd, golden crozier and all, is almost 
as well' known and beloved as Santa 
Cliuis. Tt is true, the former is rather 
the friend' and patron of the young 
folk over sixteen, while the latter is 
the delight of the little* children. 


a'he one brings the delights of love, 
the other fills up the baby's stocking. 
The one has his benign, auspicious diiy 
on February 14, the other makes his 
frigid advent in the midst of winter. 
If all the world loves a lover^ that 
same world loves St, Valentine. 
It 
M-jis he, in the days of old, who re- 
fined the art of love by changing a pa- 
gan custom into a Christian tradition. 
Venerable old Alban Butler, in his 
groat work, '^'The Lives of the Saints/' 
says: 


"To abolish the heathen's lewd cus- 
tom of superstition of Roman 
boys' 
dnxwing the names of girls in honor 
of the pagan goddess, Februata Juno, 
on the 14lh of February, several zeal- 
ous pastors substituted the names of 
saints in billets given on this day." 


February 14 was the day upon which 
good Bishop Valentine gave his life as 
a martyr for the faith of Christ. 


At least three different St. Valen- 
tines (and good things come in threes), 
all of them martyrs, are mentioned In 
all the early martyrologles of the Cath- 
olic church, says the Catholic Encyclo- 
pedia, under date of February 14. One 
Is described as a priest of Rome, an- 
other Interanina (tho modern 'jyerni), 
and these two seem both to have suf- 
fered in the second half of the third 
century, and to have been buried on 
the Flaminlan Way, Rome, but at dif- 
ferent distances from the city. 
In 
William of Malmesbur3''s time, what 
was known to the ancients as the Fla- 
minlan gale of Rome, and Is now the 
Porta del Populo, was called the Gate 
of St. Valentine. 
T3)e name was taken 
from a snuUl church In that sU'eet. 


The favored neighborhood was for 
centuries a favorite trysting place for ' 
lovers, and a spot where pictures and J 
love letters often were exchanged. 
Of 
both these St. Valentine's acts or rec- 
ords are preserved, but they are of 
relatively hUe date, and of no great 
historical value- -wJiich is no hindrance 
to the devotion of lovers, whose fealt.v 
is not always found on the rock of 
history or the solid tradition of abso- 
lute facts. 
Of tlie third St. Valentine, 
who suiTered martyx*dom In Africa with 
a number of rompanioni>, nothing fur- i 
Iher Is known.

USTOM. more potent than any 
other authority known to man, 
has decreed that on St. Val- 
entine's 
day 
which, 
in 
the 
Roman and Anglican calendar, falls 
on February 14. young folks of both 
sexes, and older ones, too, should ex- 
change missives and epistles, whether 
comic or sentimental, in which 
the 
foibles of the receiver or the love of 
tile snnder, are set forth in prose, in 
verse, and in emblematic picture. 


Now, the reason for sending tliese 
amatory, derogatory, or even scurrilous 
messages cannot be found in the life 
of the good saint who is made to in- 
dorse the custom with his name. 
He 
wrote no love songs, nor can any one 
accuse- him of sending sweet couplets 
to Roman maidens. 
He was a bishop 
or pope of Rome^ who stood steadfast 
in the faith during the Claudlan perse- 
cutions and was cast Into jail, beaten 
with clubs, and finally beheaded. 
Bi- 
ographers have made more or less in- 
telligent guesses as to the reason for 
naming this 
day 
for tho 
martyred 
saint. 
With a theorj^ that as ''V" and 
"G" were frequently interchangeable 
in popular speech, and as a notable in- 
stants produces the Avords gallant and 
valiant, both springing from the Latin 
'Vaiens/' ergo, the Norman word gal- 
antin, a lover of the fair sex, was fre- 
quently pronounced valentan or val- 
entine. From these premises, the ety- 
mologist concludes that by a natural 
confusion of names Bishop Valentine 
was established as the patron saint of 
lovers. 


Francis Douce suggests that St. Val- 
entine's day is the Christianized form 
of the classic Lubercalla, wlilch were 
the feasts held in Rome during the 
month of February in honor of Pan 
and Juno. 


Butler, Mission. Lydgate and a host 
of writers pay tribute to the custom 
in one form or another, so let us say 
with Ophelia: 
"Good morrow, 'tis St. Valentine's day,

board for the Sixteenth Congressional 
Dis'trict of Pennsylvania until March 
18. 18G4. when he resigned. 
He was 
appointed a notary public, by Governor 
Hartranft. April 21, 1874, and served 
several terms. 
The doctor was one of 
the prime movers in incorporating the 
borough of Lit'destown, when it re- 
ceived its charter, and ten 
different 
limes was elected its burgess. 
He was 
the nominee of the Republican pai'cy. 
in 1872. for the Legislature, but was 
defeated by 2G2 votes, 
the 
regular 
Democratic majority in 'the county be- 
ing about 600. 
The doctor was presi- 
dent of the Adams County Medical So- 
ciety for three terms. 
Badly crippled j 
by rheuma'tism the doctor closed out 
his interests in Littlestown about 12 
'years ago, moving to Taneytown. Mrs. 
Seiss died in that place aboiVt 8 years 
ago. 
One son, Dr. F. H. Seiss, sur- 
vives. 
The funeral was held on Fri- 
day morning- inl^rment being made in 
Mt, Carmel cemetery. Littlestown.
